His Excellency the Governor General desires the immediate attendance of 
this Honourable House in the Chamber of the Honourable the Senate. 


Accordingly, Mr. Speaker, with the House, went up to the Senate Chamber, 
and Mr. Speaker spoke to the following effect: — 


May it please Your Excellency: 


The House of Commons have elected me their Speaker, though I am but 
little able to fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. 


If, in the performance of those duties, I should at any time fall into error, 
I pray that the fault may be imputed to me, and not to the Commons, whose 
servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge their 
duty to their Queen and Country, humbly claim all their undoubted rights and 
privileges, especially that they may have freedom of speech in their debates, 
access to Your Excellency’s person at all seasonable times, and that their 
proceedings may receive from Your Excellency the most favourable 
construction. 


The Honourable the Speaker of the Senate then said: — 


Mr. Speaker, 


I am commanded by His Excellency the Governor General to declare to you 
that he freely confides in the duty and attachment of the House of Commons 
to Her Majesty’s Person and Government, and not doubting that their proceed- 
ings will be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants and upon 
all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 


I am commanded also to assure you that the Commons shall have ready 
access to His Excellency upon all seasonable occasions, and that their pro- 
ceedings, as well as your words and actions, will constantly receive from him 
the most favourable construction. 


And the House being returned: 


Mr. Speaker reported that the House had been in the Senate Chamber, and 
that he had, in their names and on their behalf, made the usual claim of 
privileges, which His Excellency had been pleased to confirm to them.

Mr. St. Laurent, by leave of the House, introduced a Bill, No. 1, An Act 
respecting the Administration of Oaths of Office, which was read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, that when the House did attend His Excellency 
the Governor General this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was 
pleased to make a speech to both Houses of Parliament, and to prevent mis- 
takes, he had obtained a copy, which is as follows: 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 


It is a pleasure for me to welcome you to the opening of the Twenty- 
second Parliament. This is a time when, if peace is maintained, we have 
every reason to look forward to the continuing development of this prosperous 
and happy nation. 


The Coronation of our beloved Queen was an occasion for universal rejoic- 
ing. Her devotion to duty, her personal charm and her happy family life have 
assured Her Majesty of a warm place in the hearts of all her subjects and have 
strengthened our attachment to the Crown and to the traditions of our consti- 
tutiona! system of government. 


Following the legislation enacted during the last Parliament, the changes 
in the Royal Style and Titles have been proclaimed by Her Majesty. 


Much remains to be done before there can be a permanent and durable 
peace in the world. My Ministers therefore consider it would be unwise for 
the free nations to slacken our efforts to build up and maintain the necessary 
strength to deter aggression and they intend to continue to work to that end. 


We have every reason for satisfaction that through the use for the first 
time of collective police action the objective of the United Nations in Korea 
has been substantially achieved. The aggressors have been driven back, the 
fighting has ceased and an armistice has been concluded. My government earn- 
estly hopes that a political conference will ultimately succeed in restoring 
peace in Korea. 
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Canada has continued to contribute to those international projects which 
will promote human welfare and thereby remove some of the causes of unrest 
and dislocation. You will be asked to approve further assistance for relief 
and rehabilitation, for technical assistance and for continued participation in 
the Colombo plan. 


The Alliance of the North Atlantic nations has been effective thus far in 
preventing aggression in Europe. My government continues to regard the 
Treaty as one of the foundation stones of Canada’s external policy. The 
formation of the air division of the Royal Canadian Air Force in Europe is 
now completed. The Brigade group of the Canadian Army is performing its 
role effectively in the integrated force. Canadian Naval strength is increasing. 


Canada’s total volume of external trade has reached record levels. But 
dollar shortages in many countries have persisted and continue to create prob- 
lems for some of our exporters. Another Commonwealth Conference with 
respect to financial and economic matters is to be held in Australia early in 
the New Year. 


Tariff concessions negotiated at Geneva in 1947, at Annecy in 1949, at 
Torquay in 1950 and 1951 under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
have been extended for an additional period. 


My Ministers are convinced that nations can best achieve economic strength 
and security through more liberal trade and overseas investment policies and 
they are continuing their efforts to bring about the progressive reduction of 
trade restrictions. 


At home we continue to enjoy general prosperity although there are some 
sectors of our economy which have been faced with difficulties. Our farmers 
have harvested the second largest wheat crop in Canadian history. Private 
capital investment has reached levels never before attained. Employment is 
at high levels. 


While more houses are being built this year than ever before, the growing 
population of Canada requires a continued expansion of housing. You will be 
asked to consider measures to increase and broaden the supply of mortgage 
money so that more people with moderate incomes will be able to find facilities 
to assist them to build their own homes. 


A bill to amend the Animal Contagious Diseases Act to provide for 
appropriate compensation to farmers whose hogs suffered from cholera, will be 
placed before you. 


The scheme initiated during the last Parliament for insuring boats and 
certain gear has recently been improved and is helping to meet the hazards of 
the fishing industry. My government is giving particular attention to the 
development of markets for our fisheries and to the encouragement of more 
modern methods in the Atlantic coast fisheries, particularly in the province 
of Newfoundland where the methods are in the greatest need of improvement. 


The strategic importance of the northern part of Canada has increased 
greatly in recent years. Its place in the economy of Canada is steadily grow- 
ing and will continue to expand in future. You will be asked to consider a 
Bill to change the designation and orientation of the Department of Resources 
and Development and to define the responsibilities of the government with 
respect to the affairs of the Yukon and the Northwest Territories, including the 
Arctic Archipelago, and the welfare of the Eskimos. 
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You will be asked to amend the Pipe Lines Act to give the Board of 
Transport Commissioners jurisdiction over all companies authorized to con- 
struct or operate interprovincial or international oil or gas pipe lines. 


The New York State Power Authority has accepted a licence granted by 
the Federal Power Commission in the United States for the development of 
the United States share of power in the international rapids section of the 
St. Lawrence River. It is hoped that litigation in the United States will not 
have the effect of delaying the construction of the Project. 


As further steps in helping to improve social welfare, co-ordinated plans 
for rehabilitation of disabled persons are being worked out with the provinces 
and a measure to facilitate the establishment nationwide of a Federal-Provin- 
cial assistance programme for totally disabled persons will be submitted for 
your consideration. 


As provided by law you will be required to consider this year a complete 
revision of the Bank Act. 


The bill for the complete revision of the Criminal Code which was not 
finally dealt with in the last Parliament will be submitted for your 
consideration. 


A committee of penal experts has been appointed to examine and report 
upon methods of parole and remission of sentences. 


Other measures which will be placed before you for consideration include 
Bills respecting the Canadian Forces; the United Kingdom Financial Agree- 
ment; the Ontario-Manitoba Boundary; the extension for another year of the 
Emergency Gold Mining Assistance; and Bills to amend the Bank of Canada 
Act, the Municipal Grants Act, the Explosives Act, the Opium and Narcotic 
Drug Act, the Customs Act, the Excise Act, the Excise Tax Act, the Atomic 
Energy Control Act and certain Veterans Legislation.

Government Notices of Motions, until disposed of. 
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On motion of Mr. St. Laurent, it was ordered,—That a Special Committee 
be appointed to prepare and report, with all convenient speed, lists of Members 
to compose the Standing Committees of this House under Standing Order 63, 
said Committee to be composed of Messrs. Harris, Lapointe, Casselman, Shaw 
and Weir. 


Mr. St. Laurent delivered a Message from His Excellency the Governor 
General, which was read by Mr. Speaker, as follows: 


VINCENT MASSEY: 


The Governor General transmits to the House of Commons a certified copy 
of an approved minute of council appointing the Honourable D. C. Abbott, 
Minister of Finance, the Honourable J. J. McCann, Minister of National 
Revenue, the Honourable Hugues Lapointe, Minister of Veterans Affairs and 
the Honourable Walter Harris, Minister of Citizenship and Immigration, to act 
with the Speaker of the House of Commons as Commissioners for the purposes 
and under the provisions of Chapter 143 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1952, 
intituled “An Act respecting the House of Commons”. 


Ottawa, November 12, 1953. 


Mr. Speaker presented the Report of the Joint Librarians of Parliament, 
which is as follows: 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons: 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their report 
for the year 1953. 


Our last report told of the disastrous fire in August, 1952, and the steps 
taken to preserve the valuable collection of books in the library. When 
Parliament opened the building had dried out sufficiently to allow the staff to 
return there with enough reference material to provide a reasonably good 
service to Members of Parliament. At the close of the session the work of 
removing the books in an orderly manner was begun. Nearly two months 
were required to place over 700,000 volumes in the various buildings which 
Public Works had found for us. The Library’s books are now stacked in the 
space made available to us in the following buildings: the Supreme Court of 
Canada, the Canadian Bank Note Company, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
and Public Archives, as well as in various rooms in the Parliament Building 
itself. 


By far the largest and most valuable collection is in the Supreme Court 
Building, and there the greater part of the staff is engaged in arranging our 
books and re-cataloging them along Library of Congress lines. This work, 
which is necessary if the Library is to have a modern and efficient system 
will require many years to complete. 


In the Dominion Bureau of Statistics building have been placed books con- 
sidered not necessary to a Parliamentary library, and these will go to the 
National Library when it is erected. Many of our bound newspapers have been 
put into dead storage in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics building; but those 
that we considered likely to be used were sent to the Public Archives where 
they may be consulted upon request. 
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In the Canadian Bank Note building all bound periodicals and continua- 
tions, such as year-books and other annuals, are shelved and indexed. 


In the Parliament Building we have three collections. In the room con- 
necting the basement of the House of Commons with the old library (Room TaT 
are current periodicals as well as Canadian documents. In that part of the 
House of Commons Reading Room which has been assigned to us as a central 
office we have assembled a collection of material which we hope will give 
Members a quick reference service. Here may be found Statutes, 
Parliamentary Papers, Journals, works dealing with parliamentary procedure, 
law, Canadian history, finance, and other subjects. In other rooms under the 
Senate are the United Kingdom documents, Statutes and Debates, United 
States Statutes-at-large, Senate Journals, and other reference material for 
which there is no space in the Reading Room, but which can be obtained very 
quickly for Members. Material not available in the Parliament Building may 
be obtained at short notice from the Supreme Court or Canadian Bank Note 
buildings. 


The Joint Librarians find their present quarters very unsuitable, but so 
far no other space has been found. As a result Honourable Senators and Mem- 
bers are unable to discuss their needs with freedom and in privacy. 


Most of the books damaged by the fire and sent for rebinding have been 
returned, and the Library’s collection is now almost complete. 


The contractors have been at work on the reconstruction of the Library 
of Parliament building for several months and appear to be making good pro- 
gress. The architects assure us that as far as the exterior and interior appear- 
ance are concerned the new library will be almost an exact copy of the old 
one. The building will be fireproofed and air-conditioned. The old carved 
panelling will be restored, and the much-admired parquet floor will be replaced 
exactly as it was in the early 70’s. Surrounding the main reading room will 
be cataloging rooms, administration rooms, rest rooms, and all the improve- 
ments needed to make a modern library. An elevator will serve all floors. 


In the course of the year Mr. Ernest Bilodeau, Assistant Librarian 
(French), was retired on superannuation. Mr. Bilodeau had given honourable 
service in the Library for nearly thirty years. The Civil Service Commission 
has appointed to the vacant position Mr. Guy Sylvestre, M.A., F.R.S.C.

The purpose of the amendment is to refer the sub- 
ject matter of a bill to grant a divorce to Catherine Miller Mary Harris Dawson 
Coutts. If the subject matter of this bill were referred to a committee on 
procedure the committee could not deal with the very matter which the 
honourable Member (Mr. Knowles) has in mind, certainly not by virtue of 
the subject matter of the bill being referred to it. Because what is the 
subject matter of the bill? There is the preamble to the effect that the 
adultery has been proven and the request that the marriage be dissolved and 
then, secondly, the request for the right to marry again. 


The honourable Member does not propose to interfere with the point 
raised by the subject matter of the bill. In a previous session he had a bill 
before the House having to do with the method to be followed in connection 
with the study of these bills. If that bill were now before the House, and he 
were referring the subject matter of that bill to a committee on procedure, I 
would say very well. But when he refers to previous occasions when subject 
matters of bills have been referred to a committee on procedure, I would point 
out to him that at one time he had before the House a bill pertaining to the 
quorum of this House. 


Honourable Members will see in Votes and Proceedings for January 23, 
1953, at page 179 that a committee had been moved to study procedure. 
Later, the honourable Member for Winnipeg North Centre (Mr. Knowles), 
seconded by Mr. Wright, moved that bill No. 18, An Act to amend the 
British North America Acts, 1867 to 1952, with respect to the quorum of the 
House of Commons, be now read a second time. Then it was moved by the 
honourable Member for Grey-Bruce (Mr. Harris) and seconded by Mr. 
Fournier (Hull) that the subject matter be referred to the special committee 
on House procedure. 


Now, there is no relationship between the subject matter of this divorce 
bill, and the committee on procedure which has been set up. Furthermore 
I should like to submit to honourable Members that on Friday, November 27, 
1953, it was resolved that a select committee to be designated be appointed 
to consider with Mr. Speaker the procedure of this House, and so on. 


Is a special committee definitely appointed even if the members who are 
to sit on the committee have not been designated by the House? The House 
can proceed in one of two ways, either by putting a motion on the “Order 
Paper”, including the names of the Members to compose the committee or it 
can do it in two steps, the first of which is to move that a committee be 
set up and later that a number of honourable Members listed by names shall 
be Members of that committee. 


Let us suppose, for instance, that the motion to appoint the Members to 
the committee which was approved on November 27 were never made in this 
House. If it were never made, anything referred to it could never be 
considered. 
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I suggest that the honourable Member should withdraw his amendment. 
We would proceed with the divorce bill. Then, when the members on the 
select committee are appointed he could go before that committee, if he is a 
member, and I am sure he would do all he could in order to improve our 
methods of procedure on divorce. 


By consent, the said amendment was withdrawn.

RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. SPEAKER: I must inform the Leader of the Opposition (Mr. Drew) 
that I cannot receive the motion because it is not in order at this stage. 

The motion which is now before the house is merely a procedural motion 
to submit to the house the subject matter of the resolution so that the com- 
mittee of the whole will consider the advisability of making the expenditure 
contemplated by the resolution. We are not acting on a mere fancy. We are 
acting on an order of the house which was made a few days ago. 

A notice of resolution appeared in the Votes and Proceedings that the 
house would at its next sitting go into committee of the whole for the purpose 
of considering the advisability of making the expenditure contemplated here. 


ah 
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The day has arrived. The government has announced that the motion will 
be called today, and therefore there is no other course for the house to follow 
than to study this matter in committee of the whole. If later, after the bill 
is introduced and second reading has taken place, if a committal is to take 
place, I would imagine that at that time it might be in order to commit the 
bill to a commission or to a committee. But as the matter stands now, as I 
look at it, I do not think that this motion is acceptable. 

The Leader of the Opposition will recall that at a certain period in the 
past these money resolutions, which had not been debatable, became debatable. 
That was the difficulty that confronted Mr. Speaker Macdonald when he 
decided that these money resolutions should not be debatable. I have here 
his ruling which appears in the Votes and Proceedings of March 26, 1953 and 
in Hansard of March 26, 1953 at pages 3293 and 3294. I should like to draw 
to the attention of honourable Members the concluding paragraph of Mr. 
Speaker Macdonald’s ruling, in which he said: 


Accordingly in future once the house has decided that the Speaker 
will leave the chair at the next sitting of the house to resolve itself into 
committee of the whole to consider a resolution I will put the motion 
when the order is called, but the motion will not be debatable... 


Here I would submit to honourable Members that it is a good principle 
of procedure that whatever is not debatable is not amendable. How can you 
introduce an amendment if you are not allowed to debate the question? I 
continue: 

although members will have the right to vote thereon. 


This is where I join with the view of the Leader of the Opposition when 
he says that the other day I allowed a vote. That is quite normal and exactly 
in accordance with the ruling I have just quoted. Whenever the order is 
called I put the motion: Is it agreed that I do now leave the chair for the 
house to resolve itself into committee of the whole upon this resolution? If 
an honourable Member says “No” then I do exactly as I did at the request of 
the honourable Member for Winnipeg North Centre (Mr. Knowles) the other 
day. I say: “Those who are in favour of the motion will please say yea; 
those who are opposed will please say nay.” If five Members rise I then say: 
“Call in the Members.” 


I am quite prepared to do so today just as I did in response to the request 
of the honourable Member for Winnipeg North Centre. I am not acting 
today in any different manner from that which I adopted the last time. If 
the honourable Member does not want the motion to be considered now he 
will probably reach the same objective by asking for a vote and voting 
against the motion. If the vote were carried in the negative the motion 
would not disappear from the order paper but would have to be called on 
some other day. 


I hope I have made myself clear. The procedure relating to public bills 
is one that is provided for by standing orders. But when the honourable 
Member for Kamloops (Mr. Fulton) contends that the procedure as to resolu- 
tions is the same as that which is to be adopted with respect to public bills 
I beg to disagree with him, and I should like to refer him to standing order 75 
which reads as follows: 


Every public bill shall be read twice in the house before committal 
or amendment. 


That is the rule as far as public bills are concerned, but there is no such 
rule with respect to resolutions. This resolution, as I say, is one that appeared 
in Votes and Proceedings. It was called on the orders of the day and the order 
of the house was that at the next sitting the house should go into committee 
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of the whole to consider it. As honourable Members know, the government. 
may call its business as it sees fit. Standing Order 17, subparagraph 2, reads 
as follows: 
Whenever government business has precedence, government orders 
may be called in such sequence as the government may think fit. 

The Acting Leader of the house announced that this matter would be 
proceeded with this afternoon. The orders of the day were being called and 
the Deputy Clerk read the order. At this stage, after I put the motion that. 
I do now leave the chair for the house to resolve itself into committee of the 
whole, the only proceedings which can take place is for honourable Members 
to ask for a vote. Then I will ask for the yeas and nays and give my opinion 
as to whether the nays or the yeas have it. Therefore honourable Members. 
will realize that I cannot accept the amendment. 


And the question being put on the main motion: That Mr. Speaker do now 
leave the Chair, it was agreed to. 


The House accordingly resolved itself into Committee of the Whole to 
consider the said proposed Resolution. 


And the House continuing in Committee; 


At five o’clock, p.m., Mr. Speaker took the Chair.

PRAYERS. 


Mr. Abbott, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, delivered a Message 
from His Excellency the Governor General, which was read by Mr. Speaker, as 
follows: 


VINCENT MASSEY: 


The Governor General transmits to the House of Commons, Estimates of 
sums required for the service of Canada for the year ending on the 31st March, 
1955 and, in accordance with the provisions of ‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,” the Governor General recommends these Estimates to the House 
of Commons. 


Government House, 
Ottawa, 
February 5, 1954. 


On motion of Mr. Abbott, the said Message and Estimates were referred to 
the Committee of Supply. 


Mr. Harrison, from the Standing Committee on Standing Orders, presented 
the First Report of the said Committee, as follows: 


In conformity with the Orders of Reference of Wednesday, February 3 
and Thursday, February 4, 1954, your Committee has had under consideration 
two petitions for a private bill which were presented after the stipulated time 
for presentation. 


1. Denise Marie Helene Laporte Woodhouse (divorce) 

It was represented by the solicitor for the petitioner that an application 
for divorce was filed in this case in the year 1952, but shortly thereafter the 
Petitioner became seriously ill and on her doctor’s advice had to proceed South. 
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She did not return to Canada in sufficient time to instruct her solicitor to have 
all the documents served and filed before the stipulated time in order to renew 
her petition for divorce. The petitioner is anxious to have her petition heard 
during the present session as, if her health fails again, she will have to return 
South and might not be in a position to renew her application. 


2. Annie Bray Hodgson (divorce) 

In this case the solicitor for the petitioner made representations to the 
Committee to the effect that this case was commenced by the filing of a petition 
in the House of Commons on December 17, 1952, and it was intended to proceed 
with the case early in 1953. The petitioner resided in Scotland and, because of 
her lack of means, it was not possible to proceed with the case at the session 
of 1953. Through an inadvertance, the petition was not filed before January 
18th, which was the last day for presentation of petitions. 


In view of the foregoing, your Committee recommends that Standing Order

not be received, namely: 


Of Hazel Irene McKay Puttee, wife of Ronald Kenneth Puttee of Montreal, 
Quebec.—Mr. Hunter. 


Of Albert Thornton of St. Eustache-sur-le-Lac, Quebec, husband of Ivy 
May Patterson Mercer Thornton, now residing in Verdun, Quebec.—Mr. Hunter. 


Mr. Harrison, from the Standing Committee on Standing Orders, presented 
the Second Report of the said Committee, as follows: 


Pursuant to the Orders of Reference of Wednesday, February 24, and 
Tuesday, March 2, 1954, your Committee has had under consideration seven 
petitions for private bills which were presented after the stipulated time for 
presentation. Counsel, appearing on behalf of the various petitioners, requested 
that certain Standing Orders be suspended in relation thereto. Respective 
reasons therefor were advanced in each case, as follows: 


1. Ronald Arthur Leslie (divorce) 


The petitioner prays that Standing Order 92 be suspended because the 
evidence of adultery was not available until approximately January 8, 1954. 
At that time, and for the following two weeks, the petitioner was in the course 
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of changing his occupation and was out of the City of Montreal a good deal of 
the time. It was difficult for him to confer with his counsel for the purpose of 
having the petition drawn and signed. 


2. Claude Raphael Sacchitelle (divorce) 

The petition was late in being filed due to the extreme volume of corre- 
spondence between the Field in Korea and Canada and the necessity of the 
petitioner receiving advice from the Associate Judge Advocate General. The 
petitioner being a Private in Her Majesty’s Service, on active service in Korea, 
had no alternative but to arrange for his petition by correspondence. 


3. Claire Labelle Cousineau (divorce) 

The petition addressed to the Honourable House of Commons was mailed 
from the petitioner’s solicitor’s office on Monday, January 18th, on which day 
the date for presenting petitions to the House of Commons expired. It was 
received by the Chief of the Committees Branch on the next day, in other 
words, twenty-four hours late. The petitioner’s solicitor assumed that provided 
the petition is mailed on the day the time limit expires and is so postmarked, it 
could be deemed as being received on that day. 


4. Isabel Mary Peebles Brown Macartney-Filgate (divorce) 

The petitioner resides in England. Although the petition was originally 
filed with the Senate on the 21st day of December, 1953, it was not filed with 
the House of Commons until February 24th, 1954. The reason alleged is that 
any number of documents had to be sent to England for signature and the 
various affidavits in support had to be drafted in Canada and also forwarded 
to England for execution. As an example, one of the affidavits signed by the 
petitioner is dated the 22nd day of January, 1954, in England. However, it was 
not available for filing before February 16, 1954. 


5. Margaret Pearl McNamara Rowlatt (divorce) 

The evidence in this case was established as late as the 19th day of 
December, 1953, and the petition for a private bill for divorce was filed on the 
23rd day of January, 1954. It was submitted by petitioner’s solicitor that 
circumstances beyond her control prevented her from filing her petition earlier. 


The Committee, after careful review of the above submissions, concurs 
therein. It has agreed to recommend that Standing Order 92 be suspended 
in respect of all above cases, so that the petitions be received. 


Furthermore, the respective counsel on behalf of the above named peti- 
tioners have made representations that the financial circumstances of the said 
petitioners were such that the levying of the consequential penalties would 
cause hardship. The Committee, after careful consideration of the circumstances 
outlined, has agreed to recommend that Standing Order 93(3)(a) and (c) be 
suspended in relation to all of the above petitions. 


6. Baloise Fire Insurance Company of Canada, Limited 


The solicitor for petitioners declared that the application for the incorpora- 
tion of a Canadian Company is made chiefly by residents of Switzerland who 
are not conversant with the rules of Parliament. Their instructions reached 
Canada only on the 12th February and the petition for a private bill was filed 
on February 18th, 1954. The object is for the incorporation of a Canadian 
Company under the name of Baloise Fire Insurance Company of Canada, 
Limited, to take over the business of a Swiss Company which has been carried 
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on for years in Canada under the name of Baloise Fire Insurance Company 
Limited of Baele, Switzerland. It has been represented that there is urgency 
in view of the fact that the present manager for Canada of the foreign company 
is 72 years of age and the company to be incorporated is anxious that his 
services be still available when the business of the foreign company is transfered 
to the Canadian company. 


7. Eastern Telephone and Telegraph Company 


Eastern Telephone and Telegraph Company was incorporated by the 
Parliament of Canada in 1917, and while it operated for a few years, for many 
years past the Company has been inactive with the result that some years ago 
its authorized capital was reduced to a relatively nominal amount. However, 
during the past year negotiations were carried on which culminated in the 
signing of a Contract on November 27th, 1953, to which Contract Eastern 
Telephone and Telegraph Company is a party, the other parties being Canadian 
Overseas Telecommunications Corporation, the Postmaster General of Great 
Britain and American Telephone and Telegraph Company. The Contract 
provides for the construction and laying of a cable linking the United States, 
Canada and Great Britain with line telephone communication as opposed to 
the previous radio telephone communication. 


The magnitude of the project raised a multitude of problems, all of which 
could not be resolved immediately on the signing of the Contract. The capital- 
ization of Eastern Telephone and Telegraph Company was one of these 
problems and it was apparent that the present authorized capital would not be 
sufficient to allow Eastern Telephone and Telegraph Company to undertake 
satisfactorily its obligations under the Contract. Because of the lateness of the 
signing of the Contract it was not possible to file the necessary Petition to 
Parliament within the prescribed time limit for the present session, but because 
of the importance of the undertaking under the Contract it is requested that 
Eastern Telephone and Telegraph Company may be allowed to proceed witk 
its Petition at this session, in spite of the lateness of its filing. 


After careful consideration, your Committee concurs in the foregoing and 
has agreed to recommend that Standing Order 92 be suspended in relation to 
the last two named petitions so that they be received. The consequential 


penalties provided by Standing Order 93(3)(a) and (c) to be levied in both 
cases. 


Mr. Pickersgill, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, presented,—

Since August 10, 1953, how many 
national organizations, or bodies representing national organizations, have 
Presented briefs or made representations to the government, including a request 
for a national or nation-wide health insurance programme? 
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2. What are the names of the organizations or bodies which have made 
such a request? 

3. What has been the answer of the government to each such request? 

4. Is consideration now being given by the government to the implementa- 
tion of a national or nation-wide health insurance programme? 


And also,—Return to an Order of the House of February 24, 1954, for a 
Return showing:—How much was collected by the government in the year 
1953, by provinces, from (a) sales tax on motor vehicles; (b) excise tax on 
motor vehicles; (c) customs duty on motor vehicles?

Pursuant to the Orders of Reference of Thursday, March 11th, and Tuesday, 
March 16th, 1954, your Committee has had under consideration three petitions 
for private bills which were presented to the House after the stipulated time 
for such presentation.

1. Hazel Irene McKay Puttee—divorce 


The petition was originally filed on January 3rd, 1953, in this case, for 
the 1953 session, but although received by the House was not then proceeded 
with. It was not until some time in February, 1954, that counsel for the 
petitioner realized that in such a case a new petition was required. Immediate 
steps were taken to correct this situation but it was not possible to file a new 
petition until March 9th, 1954. 


With respect to the suspension of penalties for late filing, counsel was 
unable to obtain an affidavit from the petitioner as to her circumstances due to 
the fact that she is now and has been for some time in the hospital. However, 
it was represented that if the consequential penalties were levied, the petitioner 
would be in no position financially to proceed further. 


2. Albert Thornton—divorce 


The petition in this case was signed on January 5th, 1954. It was mailed 
on the 18th January, on which date the time for presenting petitions to the 
House of Commons expired. It was received on the next day, i.e., twenty- 
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four hours late. It was represented by counsel that instruction had been given 
that the petition be taken by hand to the House of Commons on January 18th. 
Unfortunately, those instructions were not carried out, and the solicitor for 
the petitioner stated that he had not been advised until about ten days ago, 
after the case had been set down for hearing before the Senate Divorce 
Committee, of the late filing in the House of Commons. It was submitted 
further that the petitioner should not be penalized in any way because of these 
oversights. 


3. Madeleine Roy Julien—divorce 


Counsel for the petitioner informed the Committee that the petition was 
prepared in Ottawa and forwarded to his agent in Montreal with instructions 
to have the applicant attend at his office for the purpose of executing the same. 
The Montreal lawyer did not return the petition in time, so that it reached 
the House of Commons on the twenty-first of January, 1954, three days after 
the final date allowed for presenting petitions for private bills. 


The delay in filing the petition was brought to the attention of Counsel on 
January 21st, but through an oversight, it was only on March 10th, when he 
was notified of the hearing in the Senate, that Counsel realized that the 
petition to the House of Commons had been filed too late. 


Counsel further requested that the consequential penalties for suspension 
of any Standing Order be not levied in the case. 


Your Committee has carefully considered the above submissions. It has 
come to the conclusion that the delay in the above cases arose through no fault 
of the respective petitioner but from circumstances beyond their control. There- 
fore, your Committee recommends that Standing Order 92 be suspended and 
the petition be received in all cases; further, that the consequential penalties 
provided for in Standing Order 93(3) (a) and (c) be not levied in any of the 
cases.

6. If the government does not operate any general stores, are there any 
such stores located on government property? 

7. If so, where are they located and under what arrangements do they 
operate? 

8. Has the government received any complaints from business men or 
dealers in the localities where these stores operate?

STATEMENT BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: During the recess I examined the point that was brought up 
prior to six o’clock and I want immediately to refer honourable Members again 
to citation 246, Beauchesne’s third edition, paragraph (k) which reads: 

Besides the prohibitions contained in standing order 41, it has 
been sanctioned by usage both in England and in Canada, that a member, 
while speaking, must not: 

(k) reflect upon the past acts and proceedings of the House. 


I gave it as my opinion that past acts did not refer to any other acts but 
those which had been previously passed in the same session. It appears from 
reading the various authorities on the subject that it may not be right; that it 
refers only to the acts passed in the same session but also to previous acts 
passed in other sessions. I should like honourable Members to listen to a para- 
graph which is found on page 194 under the chapter “rules of debate” in 
a book published by Sir Gilbert Campion in 1950. There they will find 
paragraph 5 which reads: 

This rule applies also to insulting language against a statute as the 
work of parliament. 


This quotation and others to follow are all linked to the language contained 
in our Standing Order 41, which has to do with offensive and disrespectful 
language. The exact meaning of the word “act” in all these citations is some- 
what difficult to establish. 


In May’s fifteenth edition at page 436 you find under the heading “Words 
against Parliament, or either House” a subparagraph entitled: “Against a 
statute” and the following: 

Disrespectful or abusive mention of a statute would seem to be 
partly open to the same objections as improper language applied to 
parliament itself; for it imputes discredit to the legislature which passed 
it, and has a tendency to bring the law into contempt; though the neces- 
sity of the repeal of a law justifies, as an argument for that course, its 
condemnation in debate. A statement that the enactment of a law may 
justify an appeal to force is not within the cognizance of the chair. 


I am now going back in the years because, as honourable Members know, 
our Standing Order 41 dates back to 1867, and we have inherited it from 
similar standing orders which existed under previous parliaments in Canada. 
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In Bourinot’s fourth edition, which was published in 1916, I find the following: 
“Rules for the preservation of order.—Parliamentary and Unparliamentary 
Expressions in Debate,” and at page 361; 
or to reflect upon, argue against or in any manner call in question, 
the past acts and proceedings of the house. 


If “past acts” means a statute which is in force and has been adopted by a 
previous parliament at a previous session, Bourinot would certainly not like 
to see us discuss at this moment the powers in the Emergency Powers Act 
because he says: 

Or to reflect upon, argue against or in any manner call in question, 
the past acts and proceedings of the house. 


In Bourinot’s third edition, which was published in 1903, I find at page 482: 
Or to reflect upon, argue against or in any manner call in question, 
the past acts and proceedings of the house. 


Then in Cushing, which was published in 1874, I find at page 672, citation 
1740, which reads as follows: 

It is irregular to reflect upon, argue against, or in any manner 
call in question, in debate, the past acts or proceedings of the house, 
on the obvious ground, that, besides tending to revive discussion upon 
questions which have already been once decided, such reflections are 
uncourteous to the house, and irregular in principle, inasmuch as the 
member is himself included in and bound by a vote agreed to by a 
majority; and it seems, that reflecting upon, or questioning the acts 
of the “majority” is equivalent to reflecting upon the house. 


Honourable Members would judge that in this citation he is referring to 
a vote previously made in the same session. I am at a loss to decide exactly 
what is meant by “past acts”. It looks as if generally the latter part of our 
Standing Order 41 is to the effect that if one wants to criticize an existing 
statute he must propose a motion to rescind a decision which has been 
previously made. It looks as if that is the sense of it. 


What I should like to submit to the attention of honourable Members at 
this time is the following. If one wants to argue against a statute, what is 
the objection to his proposing a bill to repeal that statute? Why does he have 
to take recourse to an amendment to the motion to go into supply? I looked at 
precedents, and by the way it certainly does not involve any expenditure of 
money to propose a repeal of a statute. I find that in 1936 the honourable 
Member for Temiscouata (Mr. Pouliot) proposed a bill to repeal an act to 
establish an economic council, which had been passed by a previous parliament. 
It appears at page 436 of Hansard, volume 1. The honourable Member asked 
for leave to introduce a bill, which was agreed to. Honourable Members will 
find at page 578 that the motion was agreed to and the bill read a third time 
and passed. 


The question before us at the moment is: Should we consider it a grievance 
and delay the examination of supply, to move as an amendment what is 
tantamount to a repeal of an act? It seems to me that this amendment, to be 
scrupulously in order, should be modified to read: “That the administration of 
the powers granted to the governor in council under the Emergency Powers 
Act is repugnant to responsible parliamentary government.” I should like 
to submit this because I do think we all want to respect the traditional rules 
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of order in debate. I should like to submit to honourable Members that in 
whatever we do we should always follow the best course, and the best course 
in this instance, it seems to me, is not to move an amendment to the motion that 
the Speaker do now leave the chair, but rather to present a bill to repeal the 
Emergency Powers Act, which could be done. I do not want to add more to what 
I have just said. I just leave it to honourable Members. The question in 
itself is one that is extremely difficult to deal with. I simply would not wish 
on this occasion to establish a precedent whereby, on a motion to go into supply, 
honourable Members would propose an attack against legislation, something 
which they could do better by moving its repeal; that is, if we are to be 
guided by what is stated in our Standing Order 41, which reads in part as 
follows: 


No member may reflect upon any vote of the house, except for the 
purpose of moving that such vote be rescinded. 


We have always taken this rule to mean a vote in the same session. As 
I have said, there are doubts as to whether it is limited to votes in the same 
session. Then it has been seen that one cannot argue against or in any manner 
call into question a statute which is law because in doing so it imputes discredit 
to Parliament. I submit these points to honourable Members. Speaking for 
myself, I would prefer it if this amendment were to read: 


This house desires to record its opinion that the administration of 
the powers granted to the governor in council under the Emergency 
Powers Act is repugnant to responsible parliamentary government. 


There I would say it is a grievance that is complained of; you are com- 
plaining about the administration of the act. But to say that the powers granted 
to the governor in council are repugnant to responsible parliamentary govern- 
ment is, I think, to attack the principle of the Emergency Powers Act; it is 
a matter of attacking a statute or an existing law. If honourable Members want 
to attack that act properly, I think they should do so by means of a motion 
to repeal the Emergency Powers Act. 


I do not at this point wish to initiate a long debate on procedure. As I 
have indicated, the point is a difficult and a complicated one. I do not wish 
to rule on the matter. I am simply asking those who have moved the amend- 
ment to consider perhaps a rephrasing of their amendment. If they feel that 
they do not want to be as scrupulous as I myself would like to be at the 
moment, I am just going to let the matter rest and not deal with it any 
further. 


And objection being taken to the granting of leave to rephrase the wording 
of the proposed amendment, Mr. Speaker allowed the said amendment to stand 
in its original form. 


And Debate continuing; the said Debate was, on motion of Mr. Fleming, 
adjourned.

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Mr. Cavers, from the Sessional Committee on Railways and Shipping 
owned, operated and controlled by the Government, presented the Third 
Report of the said Committee, as follows: 


Pursuant to the Orders of Reference of the House of March 22nd, 24th, 26th 
and 29th, 1954, this Committee had before it for consideration the following: 


1. The Annual Reports of the Canadian National Railways, the Canadian 
National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for 1953, and the Auditors’ 
Report to Parliament in respect thereto. 


2. The Annual Report of the Trans-Canada Air Lines for the calendar year 
1953, and the Auditors’ Report to Parliament in respect thereto. 


3. The Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways Securities Trust 
for 1953. 


4. The Capital budgets of the Canadian National Railways, the Canadian 
National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, for the year ending 1954, and 
the operating budget and capital budget of the Trans-Canada Air Lines for the 
calendar year 1954. 


Your Committee held nine meetings, during which the above-named reports 
and budgets and certain matters related thereto were considered and evidence 
adduced thereon. 


The Annual Report of the Canadian National Railways for 1953 discloses 
a net income available for interest and dividends of $28,331,343 as compared 
with $24,305,448 in 1952. Interest charges in 1953 amounted to $28,087,326 as 
compared to $24,163,121 bringing about a surplus of $244,017 as compared to 
$142,327 in 1952. The said Annual Report was adopted. 
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Your Committee showed considerable interest in The Montreal Terminal 
project introduced in the Report. Plans are being made to erect a 20 storey 
hotel as the next stage of the terminal program. Plans for later development 
include the erection of a Railway office building, and eventually it is expected 
that in the Central Station Area which is in the heart of Montreal there will 
arise a great civic development. The Committee expresses the opinion that 
this new venture will satisfy a public need and will be profitable to Canadian 
National Railways as a whole. 


The modern ice-breaking ferry “William Carson” was launched in Novem- 
ber and the Committee was informed that it will be commissioned and in 
service between North Sydney and Port Aux Basques during the summer of 
1954. The Ferry that is to be operated by the Canadian National Railways 
between Yarmouth, N.S., and Bar Harbour, Maine, will be a decided convenience 
and should result in additional summer visitors to the Maritime Provinces. 


The Annual Report of Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships 
Limited, for 1953, discloses a net operating loss of $822,446, as compared with 
a net operating profit of $326,276 in 1952. This result was mainly due to a 
decline in volume of freight, intense competition from other Lines and to the 
cancellation of six voyages as a consequence of a strike by employees between 
September 28th and October 23rd. The Committee was informed that the 
operating results of this Company will be kept under review. The said Annual 
Report was adopted. 


The Annual Report of Trans-Canada Air Lines for 1953 discloses a net 
operating revenue of $1,322,120 and that after payment of interest amounting 
to $765,890 on capital invested and making provision for income tax of 
$300,000 there is a resulting surplus of $226,230 as compared with a surplus of 
$807,879 in the year 1952. The Committee viewed and were accorded a short. 
air trip in the new “Super Constellation” which has adequate accommodation 
for 63 passengers and will be used on the Trans-Atlantic service. The Super 
Constellation fleet will commence operation on the North Atlantic by mid- 
summer. 


Deliveries of Vickers Viscounts powered by Rolls-Royce Dart engines of 
the turbine-propeller type will begin late this year. These aircraft will enter 
domestic service in 1955. The said Annual Report was adopted. 


The Auditors Report to Parliament with respect to the Canadian National 
Railways, the Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships Limited, and the 
Trans-Canada Air Lines as well as the Annual Report of the Canadian National 
Securities Trust for the calendar year 1953, were severally considered and 
adopted. 


The Financial Budgets of the Canadian National Railways System, the 
Canadian National (West Indies) Steamships, Limited, and the Trans-Canada 
Air Lines, for the calendar year 1954 were examined and adopted. 


The items of the Estimates for the year ending March 31, 1955, being 
votes 465, 469, 474 and 475, were considered and approved. 
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The task of your Committee was greatly facilitated by the valuable 
assistance of Mr. Donald Gordon, C.M.G., LL.D., Mr. S. F. Dingle, Mr. R. 
D. Armstrong, Mr. G. R. McGregor, Mr. W. S. Harvey, Mr. Turville and Mr. 
Morison.

STATEMENT BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: What is before the house at this moment is a motion to set 
up a committee. It is true that the resolution states: 
. and such other legislation relating to veterans affairs as may 
be referred from time to time to the said committee; 


But that does not justify the honourable Member in wandering all over 
the various acts which are now in existence and which form part of the 
veterans charter. At the moment at which the honourable Member was 
speaking about some benefits paid under the act and some improvements 
which, in his opinion, could be brought about, I was reading page 165 of the 
book by Campion “An Introduction to the Procedure of the House of Commons” 
where, for example, it states, dealing with relevancy: 

“Where the business before the house is a motion to provide 
machinery, it is not in order to discuss the merits of the policy which 
it is sought to put into operation. For instance, on a motion to make a 
sessional order a standing order it has been held that the order itself 
is not open to debate... .” 


There are other citations, of course, which I could quote at this moment, 
but whereas it is the sense of the house to have as generous latitude as possible 
on this question of veterans affairs, I want honourable Members to know, so 
that this discussion may not be taken as a precedent in future discussions where 
the question of relevancy is involved, that they should keep in mind as much

as possible that what is contemplated by this resolution is not all statutes which 
have been passed and which could be referred to that committee if bills amend- 
ing them were being introduced through this house, but merely the two bills 
mentioned in the resolution and only a passing reference to all such other 
legislation which may be referred to the committee at a future date is now 
allowed. However, let us keep this in mind. It is not the merits or demerits 
of the improvement of various acts which are now in existence which is 
contemplated in this resolution; it is the desirability of appointing a committee. 


Honourable Members should not go into details with respect to the two 
bills which are now being referred to the committee in this resolution. These 
two amending bills were introduced through the proper channels, namely on 
resolutions, then later first reading and second reading. The principle has been 
debated and after second reading, in accordance with the provisions of Stand- 
ing Order 50, they were referred to a special committee to be appointed later. 
We are now discussing the terms of reference of the committee, and these two 
bills, namely the War Service Grants Act and a bill respecting benefits for 
members of the Canadian forces are now referred to this committee. Honour- 
able Members should not go into the provisions of those two bills. By the same 
token, while they may argue that the terms of reference should be widened, 
they should not go into the provisions of the bills which they would like to 
see covered by the terms of this resolution. 


There is, however, one point that I should like the honourable Member 
to examine carefully. Let us examine what is meant by “such other legislation 
relating to veterans affairs”. What is meant by that phrase? It does not mean 
such other statutes as are now in existence. What is meant by that phrase is 
such other amending bills as may be introduced in the same manner as that 
in which were introduced the two bills mentioned in this resolution. They 
are the ones that are contemplated by those words “such other legislation 
relating to veterans affairs”. If they are introduced by the government, the 
discussion which is now taking place about them may be completely super- 
fluous. That is a point that I should like the honourable Member to consider 
because, as he knows, if it were existing statutes such as the War Veterans 
Allowance Act which were contemplated by “such other legislation”, the terms 
of reference would not read as they do now. The terms of reference would 
be “to consider such appropriate amendments to be made to the War Veterans 
Allowance Act”. What is contemplated by “such other legislation” is a bill. 
As honourable Members know, 


The most important functions of a parliamentary body may be 
stated as— 


I am now quoting from “An Introduction to the Procedure of the House 
of Commons” by G. F. M. Campion, at page 6. To continue: 


—(1) power to express an opinion on executive action, (2) legis- 
lative power, ... 


Then further down the paragraph we find the following: 


. .. For these differing powers those different forms of procedure 
were evolved: for the first,— 


That is power to express an opinion on executive action. 
—the motion; for legislation, the bill; .. . 
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Then what is a bill? a definition will be found at page 84. 


A bill is a draft of a legislative proposal which, when it has been 
passed by both houses and received the Royal Assent, will become 
an act of parliament or statute. The first division of bills is into public 
bills and private bills, the former dealing with public general interests 
and the latter with local or personal interests (see chapters VI and IX). 


In the class of public bills the important distinction for our present 
purpose is between a government bill and a private members bill, the 
former being introduced and piloted through the house by a member 
of the government and the latter by a private or (more technically) 
unofficial member. 


What is contemplated by “such other legislation” is government bills 
which may be introduced in the future. 


And Debate continuing on the main motion:—That a special committee 
consisting of 31 members, to be designated by the House at a later date, be 
appointed to consider the Bill to amend the War Service Grants Act and the 
Bill respecting Benefits for Members of the Canadian Forces, and such other 
legislation relating to Veterans Affairs as may be referred from time to time 
to the said committee; that the said committee shall have power to send for 
persons, papers and records, to print from day to day its minutes of proceed- 
ings and evidence, to sit while the House is sitting and to report from time to 
time; that the quorum of the said committee shall consist of ten members; 
and that the provisions of Standing Orders 64 and 65 be suspended in relation 
thereto. 


Mr. Brooks, seconded by Mr. Green, moved in amendment thereto: That the 
motion be amended by inserting after the word “consider” in the third line 
thereof ‘the words “the War Veterans Allowance Act”. 


RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: Consistently since 1939 at least my predecessors have ruled 
out of order all amendments designed to give a committee wider powers than 
those set out in the notice of motion. I refer honourable Members to citation 
546 of Beauchesne, third edition, and to rulings by Mr. Speaker Casgrain on 
March 13, 1939, Journals page 185, and by Mr. Speaker Macdonald on March 
16, 1950, Journals page 121; on April 4, 1951, page 243 of the Journals; on 
November 2, 1951, Journals page 67, and on April 29, 1952, Journals page 240, 
then again on April 12, 1948, Journals page 344. 


I feel that the rulings I have mentioned are ample evidence of sound 
parliamentary practice with respect to the setting up of committees, and 
especially with respect to the notice which has to be given prior to the setting 
up of the committee. The rule is well established, and is to the effect that no 
amendments should be made to the motion for the appointment of a committee 
that would give the committtee greater powers than those set out in the notice. 
The explanation I gave a moment ago as to what was meant by “such other 
legislation” pertaining to veterans affairs is quite apropos on this occasion 
because the honourable Member is moving that the committee be empowered 
to consider the War Veterans Allowance Act. 
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The War Veterans Allowance Act is an existing statute. Perhaps in the 
laudable desire to have the matter examined by the committee, honourable 
Members are mistaking what, in my humble view, is the point. As honourable 
Members know, according to our procedure legislation may be introduced by 
the government or by the opposition. In this instance a piece of legislation 
has been introduced by the government and has gone through the various 
stages required. It is only after second reading that such legislation can be 
referred to the committee of the whole or to a special or standing committee. 
There is no standing committee to take care of this class of bills, and a special 
committee has been constituted. “If it is the desire that, instead of referring 
the matter to a committee of the whole house, it be referred to a select 
committee or a joint committee of both houses, such a motion is made imme- 
diately after the second reading, and, if carried, the bill is referred accord- 
ingly”. This statement is found in May’s 15th edition, page 478. 


The bills we are now referring to this committee are two bills that have 
gone through the preliminary stages and have been given second reading. 
After second reading, instead of being referred in the normal way to the 
committee of the whole, it was considered they should be referred to a special 
committee and that is the committee now being established. What the hon- 
ourable Member for Royal (Mr. Brooks) contemplates by his amendment is 
not the reference of the same class of bill, but the reference of an existing 
statute. His amendment should read that the committee should consider 
appropriate amendments to the statute, and not just consider the statute. 
Before honourable Members pass judgment on that matter, they should know 
exactly what they are being asked to consider with respect to that act. It 
is for that reason it is so important that notice be given, then no one will 
be caught by surprise. 


This is a right that the minorities in this house are always quick to 
claim, and they should therefore respect it when it refers to their amend- 
ments just as they do when it refers to amendments that the other side tries 
to introduce and of which they are not completely aware. This requirement 
of notice is just as old as the origin of parliamentary practice. When there 
was no printed order paper, the clerk had to read all the motions that had 
to be presented, and even in those days an oral notice was required. Now 
that we have, with the advent of modern machinery, a printed order paper, 
cur standing order says that the notice must be printed forty-eight hours 
before it is called. 


I feel that the various rulings I have mentioned, plus citation 546 should 
be sufficient to make honourable Members understand what my position is in 
this respect. I cannot accept the amendment. 


And the Debate continuing on the main motion:—That a special 
committee consisting of 31 members, to be designated by the House at a later 
date, be appointed to consider the Bill to amend the War Service Grants Act 
and the Bill respecting Benefits for Members of the Canadian Forces, and 
such other legislation relating to Veterans Affairs as may be referred from 
time to time to the said committee; that the said committee shall have power 
to send for persons, papers and records, to print from day to day its minutes 
of proceedings and evidence, to sit while the House is sitting and to report from 
time to time; that the quorum of the said committee shall consist of ten 
members; and that the provisions of Standing Orders 64 and 65 be suspended in 
relation thereto. 
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Mr. Hansell, seconded by Mr. Low, moved in amendment thereto: That 
the sentence, “and such other legislation, relating to Veterans’ Affairs as may 
be referred from time to time to the said Committee”, be deleted, and the 
following substituted therefore: “and such other matters relating to Veterans’ 
Affairs as the Committee may decide”. 


Mr. Deputy Speaker ruled that if the word ‘‘matters” in the proposed 
amendment referred to the legislation which will be or may be referred to 
the Committee pursuant to the original motion, the amendment was a nullity, 
and, on the other hand, if the word “matters” referred to something other than 
legislation, the proposed amendment was out of order on the ground that it 
was not in order to move an amendment which would give the committee 
wider powers than those set out in the notice. 


And after further Debate, the question being put on the main motion; it 
was agreed to. 


By leave of the House, on motion of Mr. Weir, it was resolved: That the 
special committee on legislation relating to Veterans Affairs, appointed this 
day, consist of the following members: Messrs. Balcom, Bennett (Grey North), 
Brooks, Cardin, Cavers, Croll, Dickey, Dinsdale, Enfield, Forgie, Gauthier 
(Portneuf), Gillis, Goode, Green, Hanna, Harkness, Henderson, Herridge, Jones, 
MacDougall, MacLean, Murphy (Westmorland), Nesbitt, Philpott, Quelch, 
Roberge, Stick, Thomas, Tucker, Weaver and Weselak— (31).

Mr. Drew, seconded by Mr. Macdonnell (Greenwood), moved in amend- 
ment thereto:—That all the words after “That” to the end of the question be 
deleted and the following substituted therefor: 

“this House is of the opinion that consideration should be given 
to the introduction of legislation which would provide for the exemption 
of all Municipal Councils and School Boards from the payment of 
Dominion Excise taxes including the 10% sales tax.” 


And a Debate arising thereon; 


RULING OF MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker:—I have examined the remarks of the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion (Mr. Drew) in the light of the speech which he made on the motion for 
a committee of ways and means when the budget resolutions were introduced, 
and by comparing the two speeches and the amendment which was moved by 
the honourable member for Greenwood (Mr. Macdonnell) on that occasion I 
find that the subject debated today and included in this amendment was 
debated on that occasion. It was also included in the amendment moved by 
the honourable member for Greenwood which was defeated by the House. 
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The Leader of the Opposition moved today that: 


This House is of the opinion that consideration should be given to 
the introduction of legislation which would provide for the exemption 
of all municipal councils and school boards from the payment of 
dominion excise taxes including the 10 per cent sales tax. 


In his speech he dealt with the agreements of 1942 under which the 
municipalities, together with the provinces, gave up certain taxing fields. He 
dealt with the burdens of municipalities having to do with civil defence, 
two subjects which he dealt with when he spoke on the budget. Then, 
he referred to the difficulties of municipalities with respect to housing. The 
house will remember that we had a discussion on housing earlier in the 
session, and no doubt those points were also made. 


The amendment moved by the honourable member for Greenwood on 
April 12, 1954, contained, among others, this paragraph: 

(f) has failed to reach agreement with the provincial government in 
regard to a clearly defined re-allocation of taxing power so that 
the provincial governments and municipal councils may have ade- 
quate financial resources to carry out their rapidly increasing 
responsibilities. 


If the Leader of the Opposition will go over with me the last part of 
his speech which appears at pages 4383 to 4387 of Hansard, May 4, 1954, I 
think he will agree with me that many of the points covered today were 
covered by himself then. I think he will agree with me especially that in his 
understanding of what the vote would mean, he said, and I quote from page 
4387 of Hansard. Honourable members: 


will also be voting in support of the proposition that nothing now 
be done to attempt some method of meeting the urgent needs of the 
municipalities whose tasks are increasingly heavy at this time and who 
need consideration as much as do any government authorities in Canada. 


Prior to that he had been dealing with the same subjects that he dealt 
with today, as will be seen in the pages of Hansard that I have mentioned. If 
I look at the attitude of my predecessors for help in similar circumstances I 
will be forced to say that an amendment of this type can not be moved at this 
time. On Thursday, November 24, 1932, a motion was made for the Speaker 
to leave the chair for the House to go into committee of supply. An amend- 
ment was moved by Mr. King, seconded by Mr. Casgrain, as follows: 


This house is of the opinion that the government should immediately 
announce what policy, if any, it has with respect to the relief of agri- 
cultural distress, and permit full consideration of the same before 
parliament adjourns over the months of December and January. 


Mr. Speaker Black said: 


The motion before the house is that the Speaker leave the chair 
for the house to resolve itself into committee of supply. An amendment 
concerning agricultural conditions in Canada and agricultural relief 
has been offered. The point of order has been raised that the amend- 
ment is out of order on the ground that it again introduces matter that 
was debated and disposed of when the Right Honourable Leader of the 
Opposition on October 10 moved an amendment to the address includ- 
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ing the words: “the government has wholly failed to afford a remedy 
for agricultural distress.” Whatever the object of the amendment may 
be and whether it concerns past, present or future policy of the govern- 
ment seems to me to be beside the point. The question for the Speaker 
to consider is: Has the matter raised by the amendment been discussed 
and debated? The subject matter of the amendment now proposed was 
undoubtedly discussed and debated. upon a former occasion, and to 
allow a discussion of this question now would be simply to repeat the 
debate that has been held on agricultural conditions. The amendment 
moved has not been accepted by the government, and so is a motion of 
want of confidence. The house refused to condemn the government’s 
policy on agriculture by rejecting the amendment to the address. In 
view, therefore, of that decision and in view of the precedents I find 
this amendment, which deals with the questions of agricultural conditions 
and agricultural relief, to be not in order. 


On the same subject, Mr. Speaker Black on Tuesday, November 22, 1932, 
took a similar line in a similar case, and so did Mr. Speaker Glen, on March 
29, 1943, as may be found at page 213 of the Journals of that year. The amend- 
ment at that time was: 

This house desires to record its opinion that before the marketing 
policy announced by the Minister of Trade and Commerce on January 
29 with respect to the 1943-44 crop is put into effect it be revised to 
bring it into conformity with the needs of agriculture, so that the 
latter may be enabled to make its full contribution to the war effort. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the said amendment out of order on the ground 
that the adequacy of the government’s agricultural policy had already 
been considered by the house, which had rejected the amendment moved 
by the Leader of the Opposition to the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne and, moreover, the said policy providing payment of 
$2 on each acre less seeded to wheat in 1943 than in 1940 was a financial 
policy which could not be disturbed by a private member’s motion. 


In 1949 Mr. Speaker Macdonald ruled out an amendment along the same 
line because it did relate to several items which appeared under the heading 
of “Marketing services” in the estimates. I am dealing with another ground. 
The first one is that in the amendment moved by the honourable Member for 
Greenwood the subject matter of the present amendment was fully debated 
and decided by the house in the negative. There is on the order paper now a 
budget resolution which says that the sales tax on the following goods be 
repealed: 

(c) equipment sold to or imported by municipalities for their own use 
and not for resale, at a price in excess of one thousand dollars per 
unit, specially designed for use directly for road making, road clean- 
ing or fire fighting, but not to include automobiles nor ordinary 
motor trucks; 


Now, citation 467 of Beauchesne states it shall not relate to any budget 
resolution or to any item in the estimates. I was worrying as to what the word 
“relate” meant, and whether it offered any scope. It appears to me, on exam- 
ining the precedents, that the relation need not be a very close or direct one. 
If the subject-matter of the amendment came under the same heading as that 
which is dealt with in the ways and means resolution, estimates or a bill on 
the order paper, then it has been held to be related. Therefore—I see some 
honourable members do not agree with me. Well, the honourable Member for 
Winnipeg North Centre (Mr. Knowles) on one occasion moved an amendment 
on a motion to go into supply and that amendment had to do with income 
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tax. On that occasion, as reported at page 1489 of Hansard for November 7, 
1949, Speaker Macdonald, quoting citation 467 of Beauchesne’s Parliamentary 
Rules and Forms, third edition, said that an amendment to the motion to go 
into supply cannot relate to any resolution to be proposed to the Committee of 
Ways and Means. He continued: 


At the present time there is on the order paper, appearing in the 
name of the Minister of Finance, a resolution to amend the Income War 
Tax Act and the Income Tax Act which is to be proposed to the com- 
mittee of ways and means, and as the amendment of the honourable 
Member for Winnipeg North Centre also relates to the Income Tax Act, 
it would appear to be irregular in view of the aforementioned citation 467. 


This would also be related— 
An honourable member said “The Speaker allowed it”. But his concluding 
paragraph is this: 

Notwithstanding what I have said, in view of the fact that such an 
amendment might be in order after the budget resolutions are disposed 
of,— 

which is not the case now, 

and also because there has been considerable debate on the proposed 
amendment,— 

This could be said of the proceedings today, but I will suggest another move 
after I am through. 


I feel that it would expedite the business of the house if the proposed 
amendment were entertained and disposed of at this time. In reaching 
this conclusion, I should like to emphasize that this should by no means 
be regarded as a precedent to be followed on future occasions. 


Apparently that is the message he left for me on that occasion. Honourable 
members will find another ruling of Mr. Speaker Macdonald’s made during 
1950 at page 47 of the Journals for February 28 where he also dealt with a 
borderline case and allowed the amendment. However, he did not wish his 
decision on that occasion be taken as a precedent. 


Now, on these two grounds; (1) that the matter contained in the amend- 
ment was already debated and decided upon by the house when the amend- 
ment moved by the honourable Member for Greenwood (Mr. Macdonnell) on 
the budget was negatived; and (2) on the ground that the amendment on the 
motion to go into supply should not relate to a ways and means resolution 
which is on the order paper, I cannot, as honourable members will realize, 
agree to allow the amendment. 


It often happens that when an amendment is offered to the motion to go 
into supply and has been debated at some length honourable members ask that 
the amendment be withdrawn. I can quote several precedents to that effect. 
If there are any reasons why honourable members believe that my ruling on 
this occasion, notwithstanding the short but attentive study I have given to it, 
might be a precedent which would endanger their future position, it might be 
advisable for them to take this course and by leave withdraw the amendment. 
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On the other hand, if honourable members wish the ruling I have made 
on this occasion to remain on record as being either a good or a bad one I have 
no alternative, in the light of the precedents I have quoted, to declare the 
amendment out of order. 


And the Debate continuing on the main motion: That Mr. Speaker do now 
leave the Chair for the House to resolve itself again into Committee of Supply; 


Mr. Nicholson, seconded by Mr. Herridge, moved in amendment thereto: 
That all the words after the word “That” to the end of the question be struck 
out and that the following words be substituted therefor: 


“in the opinion of this House, the Government should give considera- 
tion to demonstrating its support of the principle of orderly marketing 
through livestock marketing boards by announcing floor prices with 
respect to cattle and hogs at levels not less than the average of the 
prices which prevailed during the period from January 1, 1951, to 
December 31, 1953.” 


After Debate thereon, the question being put on the said proposed 
amendment; it was negatived on the following division:

RULING BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: Before I put the question I should like to declare the 
subamendment out of order on the ground that it is not relevant to the 
amendment and furthermore that it is the subject matter of a motion which 
should be moved as an amendment after this amendment has been disposed 
of; that is, it should be the subject matter of a different motion. 


I would refer honourable Members to citations 344 and 364, Beauchesne’s, 
Parliamentary Rules and Forms, 3rd Edition. With these I think we have 
disposed of the amendment to the amendment. 


The amendment itself is objectionable in form. I have followed the 
practice established by Mr. Speaker Lemieux in his ruling of April 25, 1924, 
(seco Journals, 1924, page 186). After consulting with the mover I proposed 
that the motion be modified so as to read in the following manner: 

“The government should give consideration to initiating the neces- 
sary consultation and inquiry respecting reform of the Senate including 
such matters as the method by which the members of the Senate should 
be chosen and their tenure of office so that all appropriate steps may be 
taken in order that the Senate may more effectively discharge the 
constitutional function it was intended to serve as an integral part of 
our parliamentary system.” 


If honourable Members will look at citation 330 of Beauchesne’s Third 
Edition and the ruling of Mr. Speaker Lemieux that I have just mentioned 
they will see that the Speaker, as Mr. Speaker Lemieux says, has the unques- 
tioned authority to modify motions with respect to form. 


I now want to deal with a few words in the amendment itself, namely “and 
their tenure of office’. I have already informed honourable Members that 
there is on the order paper a bill of which the honourable Member for Hastings 
South (Mr. Follwell) is the mover, and which has to do with tenure of place 
in the Senate and which deals specifically with this subject matter of tenure 
of office. At this moment I should like to make a comment on it because of 
future reference which may be made to this present ruling. As honourable 
Members may see by reference to the last part of citation 330: 


Any irregularity of any portion of a motion shall render the whole 
motion irregular. 
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I should like to say that although this rule would perhaps apply on other 
occasions, it does not apply in this instance because the motion without the 
insertion of these two matters—that is, the ones having to do with the selection 
of the members of the Senate and their tenure of office—they are not operative 
as far as the amendment is concerned. These sentences could disappear 
altogether and the motion would still stand up by itself. I just mention this 
citation and these points in passing so that it will not be held that in this 
instance I disregarded the rule which states that if part of a motion is irregular, 
the whole motion might be considered to be irregular. However, the words 
“and their tenure of office” should be deleted:

Diefenbaker) moved: 


That all the words after “that” to the end of the question be deleted 
and the following substituted therefor: 


“The government should give consideration to initiating the neces- 
sary consultation and inquiry respecting reform of the Senate including 
such matters as the method by which the members of the Senate should 
be chosen so that all appropriate steps may be taken in order that the 
Senate may more effectively discharge the constitutional function it 
was intended to serve as an integral part of our parliamentary system.”

INCOME TAX ACT 


Resolved, That it is expedient to introduce a measure to amend the 
Income Tax Act and to provide, amongst other things: 


1. That the exemption of income from metalliferous or industrial mineral 
mines for the first three years of production be extended to mines coming into 
production during the calendar year 1957. 


2. That the special deduction from income allowed to taxpayers whose 


principal business is production, refining or marketing of petroleum, petroleum 
products or natural gas or exploring or drilling for petroleum or natural gas, 
for expenses of exploring or drilling for oil or natural gas in Canada, be 
allowed for expenses incurred in the calendar year 1957, and that in addition 
a similar deduction be allowed to corporations whose principal business is 
Mining or exploring for minerals, for expenses of exploring or drilling for oil 
or natural gas in Canada incurred in the calendar year 1957. 
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3. That the special deduction from income allowed to corporations whose 
principal business is mining or exploring for minerals, for expenses incurred 
in searching for minerals in Canada be allowed for expenses incurred in the 
calendar year 1957; and that in addition a similar deduction be allowed to 
taxpayers whose principal business is production, refining or marketing of 
petroleum, petroleum products or natural gas or exploring or drilling for 
petroleum or natural gas, for expenses of searching for minerals in Canada 
incurred in the calendar year 1957. 


4. That the special deduction from income and taxes allowed to tax- 
payers whose principal business is production, refining or marketing of 
petroleum or drilling for petroleum and to taxpayers whose principal business 
is mining or exploring for minerals, for expenses incurred in respect of deep- 
test oil wells be allowed for expenses incurred in respect of deep-test oil wells 
spudded in during 1955. 


5. That for the 1954 and subsequent taxation years the deduction allowed 
to an employer or employee in respect of amounts paid or contributed to or 
under an approved superannuation fund or plan shall be increased from $900 
to $1500. 


6. For the taxation of a resident mutual insurance corporation, other than 
a life insurance corporation, as though the surplus arising from its insurance 
activities on and after January lst, 1954 were a profit from a business, and 
declaring that a non-resident mutual insurance corporation, other than a 
life insurance corporation, shall be deemed to be and always to have been 
subject to taxation on that basis. 


7. For the exemption from taxation for the 1954 and subsequent taxation 
years of insurers, not less than 50% of whose gross premium income was in 
respect of the insurance of farm property, property used in fishing or residences 
of farmers or fishermen.

RULING BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: That was the question I asked a moment ago, and I was 
told that resolutions are never reported with amendments. Furthermore, I 
am told that there is a citation with regard to the matter. I do not have it 
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pefore me at the moment, but I think the point is now being looked into by 
the Clerk. I am trying to recall situations where resolutions were reported 
with amendments. I remember that when I was Deputy Chairman of Com- 
mittees there were occasions when amendments were made in the committee, 
but they were not reported. There is no use in reporting a resolution with 
amendments because the resolution is in fact an order for leave to introduce a 
bill. The resolution is studied in committee of the whole and what is done in 
committee of the whole is to examine how the order for leave to introduce 
the bill is going to be drafted. Resolutions are reported from the committee 
of the whole as being the product of the committee of the whole. It is not 
the same as in the case of a bill which is sent to committee of the whole for 
examination with a view to possibly being amended. A resolution is not sent 
there for that purpose. It is sent there to determine if it contains sufficient 
cause to grant leave to introduce a bill based on the resolution. 


It may be that by this time some specific reference in the book has been 
found, but in any event I am satisfied that is the situation. In the case of 
amendments to bills we do ask that the amendments be read the first time 
and concurred in. In this case we ask that the resolutions in their original form 
or amended be approved by the house. I think that will cover the point if 
amendments were made to the resolutions. 


We have found the citation. It is citation 491 of Beauchesne, third edition. 
The citation reads as follows: 


If a resolution is amended in the committees of the whole, supply 
or ways and means, the chairman does not report it “with amendments”, 
because it had not been discussed in the house, when the Speaker was 
in the chair, prior to being referred to the committee. The resolution 
is not considered by the house in the same way as a bill which, under 
standing order 75, is read twice before committal. The terms of the 
resolution are submitted for the consideration of the house for the first 
time when the resolution is reported from committee. As the house up 
to that moment has not considered the merits of the resolution, the 
committee’s amendments do not change anything that has been done by 
the house and no matter how much the resolution has been altered by 
the committee, it is reported with all its alterations, but without the 
mention of amendments.

Mr. Speaker: I am very pleased to communicate to the House the decision 
of the internal economy committee regarding a memorial in honour of the late 
Agnes Macphail. 


The Commissioners of Internal Economy have had before them for con- 
sideration representations from the lady Members of the Senate and House 
of Commons and from Senators and Members of Parliament generally, as well 
as from various women’s organizations, suggesting that the election to the House 
of Commons of the first lady member be suitably commemorated. 


The Commissioners have also been informed that a bronze bust by Felix 
Weihs de Weldon, sculptor, of Miss Agnes Campbell Macphail, the first woman 
elected to the House of Commons of Canada, has been graciously offered to 
the House of Commons by Mrs. Meredith Reany, of Palmerston, Ontario, and 
Mrs. Hugh Bailey of Toronto, sisters of Miss Macphail. 


The Commissioners have had this matter under consideration and have 
recommended: 
(a) That to commemorate this historic event, a bronze bust of the first 
woman member, Miss Agnes Macphail, be placed on a pedestal in 
the vicinity of the chamber of the House of Commons; and 


(b) That for this purpose the bronze bust of Miss Macphail offered by 
her two sisters, be gratefully accepted. 


Several appropriate dates together with arrangements for the unveiling 
ceremony are still under consideration and will be announced later. 
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Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented 
the Fourth Report of the said Committee, as follows: 


Your Committee has considered Bill No. 339, An Act to amend the Pension 
Act, and has agreed to report same with amendments. 


With respect to Clauses 10, 11, 12 and 18 as certain amendments con- 
templated therein would, to meet the views of the Committee, result in an 
increased charge upon the public, your Committee feels that it has no option, 
under the Rules of the House, but to report these Clauses without amendment. 
The Committee would, however, recommend that the Government consider 
the advisability of substituting the words and figures “lst day of May, 1954” for 
the words and figures “lst day of January, 1954” where they appear in the said 
Clauses. 


With respect to Clauses 8 and 13 your Committee has agreed to the deletion 
of the provisions contained therein. However, other amendments contemplated 
thereto would, to meet the unanimous views of the Committee, also result in an 
increased charge upon the public. Therefore, in obedience to the Rules of the 
House your Committee here also feels it has no option but to delete the said 
Clauses. The Committee would, however, recommend that the Government 
consider the advisability of amending subsection (3) of section 31 and subsection 
(3) of section 42 of the Pension Act by striking out the words “in respect of 
service during World War II” where they appear in the said subsections. 


Mr. McCubbin, Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of Agriculture, laid 
before the House,—Copy of the Report on Activities under the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act for the crop year 1952-53. 


By leave of the House, on motion of Mr. Harris, it was resolved,—That 
Bill No. 339, An Act to amend the Pension Act, be considered in Committee of 
the Whole this day and that Standing Order 21 be suspended in relation 
thereto. 


On motion of Mr. Weir, it was ordered,—That the name of Mr. Pommer be 
substituted for that of Mr. Weselak on the Standing Committee on Miscellaneous 
Private Bills. 


Mr. Drew, from his place in the House, asked leave under Standing Order 
31 to move the adjournment of the House for the purpose of discussing a definite 
matter of urgent public importance, and stated the subject to be: 


“The need for an immediate declaration of government policy with 
respect to the loss of farm markets for wheat and the means to be taken 
to protect the Canadian producer from the detrimental policies and 
practices of other countries.” 


Mr. Speaker: Perhaps I should immediately give my decision as to whether 
I think a discussion of this matter is one of urgent public importance. 


Now, when I consider these words, I am guided by the business which has 
been announced for today, and this is to be found at page 5620 of unrevised 
Hansard. I see that the first item of business for today has to do with the 
study of a measure respecting allowances for disabled persons which is to be 
considered in committee of the whole. 
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There are other measures which will foilow and then later I understand 
there will be a motion to go into supply at which time honourable Members 
may discuss the matter which is contained in the motion for the adjournment. 


Honourable Members may say, ‘‘Perhaps we will not reach the motion to go 
into supply today”. But if we do not reach it today we may perhaps reach it 
tomorrow. In any event, on Thursday and Friday we will be going into supply 
and I would imagine that the estimates of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce cannot be very much longer delayed. They should be before the 
House soon. In addition, there are also the estimates of the Department of 
Agriculture on which this matter can be dealt with. 


Therefore, for the dispatch of business and in the interests of order, I think 
we ought to postpone the discussion of this particular reduction in the price of 
wheat for perhaps a few hours until we go into supply, or, if we do not go 
into supply today, at any rate it will not be any longer than a few days 
hence. 


And the Leader of the Opposition (Mr. Drew), having stated that he 
proposed to avail himself of the rule to the effect that if twenty members rise 
to support a motion of this kind, the matter must be discussed; 


RULING BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: May I perhaps deal with the point the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion has made. Paragraph 3 of standing order 31 states, relative to the mover: 


He then hands a written statement of the matter proposed to be 
discussed to Mr. Speaker, who, if he thinks it is in order,— 
I think it is in order. 


—and of urgent public importance, reads it out and asks whether 
the member has the leave of the house. 


Since I gave it as my opinion that I did not think it was of urgent public 
importance in the sense which has always been adopted in practice I did not, 
therefore, read it out, and I am not going to ask whether the member has the 


leave of the house and, according to our established practice, the matter must 
rest there. 


In this case I am not deciding on a point of order. I am deciding on 
practice and by virtue of this standing order it just so happens that it is up 
to me to decide whether the motion is of urgent public importance. If I do not 
think it is of urgent public importance and do not read the motion then it is 
unnecessary to ask whether the honourable Member has the leave of the house. 


I agree that in years past the strict procedure with respect to standing order 
31 was to the effect that the minute a motion was made the Speaker did not 
have the opportunity of deciding whether he thought it was of urgent public 
importance. The burden did not lie upon him and all he had to do was to ask 
if the honourable Member who moved the motion had leave and if twenty 
honourable Members rose all the Speaker had to do was to resume his seat 
and allow the debate to carry on. 


However, this standing order was amended in 1927, (see Journals, 1927, 
Tuesday, March 22nd, page 316 and page 334. Also Hansard, 1927, Tuesday, 
March 22nd, page 1426, re: amended rule 39, now Standing Order 31) and 
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ever since these words have been included, to the effect that the Speaker has 
to decide whether he thinks it is of urgent public importance, the practice 
has always been, as established by Mr. Speaker Black and his successors—and 
I observe that the honourable Member for Winnipeg North Centre (Mr. 
Knowles) recalls the establishment of that practice—that if the Speaker thinks 
that it is not a matter of urgent public importance the matter rests there. (See 
Ruling of Mr. Speaker Black, Journals, Friday, 19th February 1932, page 62. 
Hansard, February 19th, 1932, pages 360 to 365 inclusive. Also ruling of Mr. 
Speaker Casgrain, Journals, March 10th, 1939 page 178. Also rulings of Mr. 
Speaker Glen, Journals, February 17th, 1944, page 99, and Journals, Friday, 
28th April, 1944, page 332. Also ruling of Mr. Speaker Fauteux, Journals, 
July 15th, 1946, page 485. Also ruling of Mr. Speaker Macdonald, Hansard, 
March 5th, 1951, page 884, and Journals, March 5th, 1951, page 136). 


The honourable Member for Kamloops (Mr. Fulton) has referred to citation 
249 of Beauchesne’s second edition which reads as follows: 


In doubtful cases, the question of urgency and of importance are 
left for the house to decide by giving or withholding its support. 


If the Speaker thinks the subject-matter of the motion is of urgent public 
importance, Standing Order 31 provides that he will ascertain whether the 
member has the leave of the House to move the motion. Twenty members must 
rise. If this citation 249 were to apply, the majority would have to decide. 


Citation 174 of Beauchesne’s third edition, in the second paragraph, reads 
as follows: 

Urgency within this rule— 

That is within standing order 31. 

—does not apply to the matter itself, but it means “urgency of 
debate”, when the ordinary opportunities provided by the rules of the 
House do not permit the subject to be brought on early enough and 
public interest demands that discussion take place immediately. 


In considering the meaning of urgency of debating this motion, having 
regard to the meaning given to “urgency” in citation 174, I have to examine what 
is already on the order paper for discussion. There is the measure providing 
allowances for disabled persons. If I recall the debate which took place on 
second reading of that measure not long ago, it would seem that is a matter of 
rather urgent public importance. Then on the orders of the day today the 
acting leader of the house announced that there would be a motion to go into 
supply. Having regard to all the remarks that were made on both sides of the 
house with respect to the possibility of moving to go into supply later this day, 
I think we might perhaps forego the discussion of this subject for the present. 
I feel sure that later in the day an opportunity for discussion will be provided 
on the motion to go into supply. 


The Bill No. 462, An Act to provide for Allowances for Disabled Persons, 
was again considered in Committee of the Whole, reported without amendment, 
read the third time and passed. 


The Bill No. 101, An Act respecting Benefits for Members of the Canadian 
Forces, (together with the Resolution adopted Monday, June 7, 1954, in respect 
thereto), was considered in Committee of the Whole, reported with an amend- 
ment, considered as amended;

peace officer, is justified, if the person to be arrested takes flight to 
avoid arrest, in using as much force as is necessary to prevent the 
escape by flight, unless the escape can be prevented by reasonable 
means in a less violent manner.”

a riot is in progress,” 


4. Page 57, lines 43 to 49, both inclusive: strike out subclause (6) and sub-

“(6) Nothing in this section or in section 431 authorizes the seizure, 
forfeiture or destruction of telephone, telegraph or other communication 
facilities: or equipment that may be evidence of or that may have been 
used in the commission of an offence under section 176, 177, 179 or 182 
and that is owned by a person engaged in providing telephone, telegraph 
or other communication service to the public or forming part of the 
telephone, telegraph or other communication service or system of such 
a person.”

Mr. Tucker, from the Special Committee on Veterans Affairs, presented 
the Fifth Report of the said Committee, as follows: 


Your Committee has already reported, with amendments in each case, the 


four bills referred to it in the Orders of Reference of February 11th, February 
25th, May 11th and May 19th, namely: 


Bill 101—An Act respecting Benefits for Members of the Canadian Forces; 
Bill 82—An Act to amend the War Service Grants Act; 

Bill 339—An Act to amend the Pension Act; 

Bill 459—An Act to amend the Veterans’ Land Act. 


Officials of the Department of Veterans Affairs, including Mr. E. L. M. 
Burns, Deputy Minister; Mr. G. L. Lalonde, Assistant Deputy Minister; Mr. 
G. H. Parliament, Director General of Welfare Services; Mr. W. Gordon Gunn, 
Q.C., Director of Legal Services; Mr. E. J. Rider, Research Adviser; Mr. C. B. 
Topp, Chief Pensions Advocate; Mr. T. J. Rutherford, Director, Veterans’ Land 
Act; Mr. A. D. McCracken, Senior Administrative Officer; Mr. H. C. Griffith, 
Superintendent, Construction Division; Mr. H. R. Holmes, Superintendent, 
Securities Division; Mr. W. Strojich, Superintendent, Property Division; Mr. W. 
G. Wurtele, Treasury Officer, with Veterans’ Land Act; also, Mr. J. L. Melville, 
Chairman, and Mr. Leslie A. Mutch, Vice-Chairman, of The Canadian Pension 
Commission, were in attendance at the eighteen committee sittings which were 
held between May 14th and June 9th; and your Committee desires to express 
its grateful appreciation to these officials for the valuable assistance given by 
them to the committee in its work. 


In the course of its deliberations your Committee received submissions in 
writing and orally in respect of the aforesaid bills from the following national 
veterans’ organizations, viz: 


The Canadian Legion of the British Empire Service League; 
The National Council of Veteran Associations in Canada; 
Canadian non-pensioned Veterans’ Widows; 

The Canadian Merchant Navy Veterans Association. 
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In tabling herewith a copy of the evidence adduced, your Committee desires 
to draw attention to the fact that the submissions by the Canadian Legion, the 
National Council of Veteran Associations and the Canadian non-pensioned 
Veterans’ Widows, each contained, in addition to representations in respect of 
the said bills, representations urging changes in the'War Veterans Allowance 
Act to raise the amounts of allowances payable thereunder, and also to raise 
the level of permissive income. 


The Canadian Merchant Navy Veterans Association, in their submission, 
laid most stress on a wish that those who served during World War II in 
dangerous waters receive the benefits of the Veterans’ Land Act. 


Your Committee recommends that the Government give sympathetic con- 
sideration to the said submissions. 


(The Evidence accompanying said Report, recorded as Appendix 
No. 12 to the Journals). 


Mr. Pickersgill, a Member of the Queen’s Privy Council, laid before the 
House,—Copy of Order in Council P.C. 1954-852, approved June 10, 1954: 
Establishing a Commission of Inquiry under the authority of Part I of the 
Inquiries Act, to inquire as to whether federal legislation relating in any way 
to patents of invention, industrial designs, copyright and trade marks affords 
reasonable incentives to invention and research, to the development of literary 
and artistic talent, to creativeness, and to making available to the Canadian 
public scientific, technical, literary and artistic creations and their applications, 
adaptations and uses, in a manner and on terms adequately safeguarding the 
paramount public interest, the whole in the light of present-day economic con- 
ditions, scientific, technical and industrial developments, trade practices and 
any other relevant factors or circumstances, including practices under or 
related to the said legislation and any relevant international convention to 
which Canada is a party; to submit to the Governor in Council a report on 
its findings, with any recommendations that may appear to it advisable for 
changes in the said legislation. (English and French).

4. How many disability pensions, by districts of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, have been awarded to veterans with service in Canada only, 
and how many for service in the United Kingdom and European theatres of 
Operation?

Mr. Garson moved,—That the said amendments be now read the second 
time and concurred in.

“and that the Government should give consideration. to including 
in such policy the provision of a floor price to the wheat producers of 
Canada at levels not less than the Canadian Wheat Board selling price, 

_basis Fort William/Port Arthur, on Friday, June 4, 1954.” 


Before the adjournment of this Debate on Wednesday, June 9, 1954, Mr. 
Speaker, in raising a point of order in regard to the form of the foregoing main 
amendment, made the following observations: 


Mr. Speaker: Before we adjourn I want to make a few observations 
at this time so that the honourable Members will consider them and perhaps 
give me their own views at a later stage. The amendment reads: 

This house is of the opinion that in view of the present grave 
situation in the matter of international wheat trading the government 
should make an immediate declaration as to its policy respecting the 
marketing of our Canadian wheat surplus. 


Now is it an amendment to ask that the government make an immediate 
declaration of its policy. An amendment has a certain objective, and the 
objective is to alter the main question so as to help hon. members state their 
position on policies. Is it an amendment, even if the amendment to a motion to 
go into supply has not to be relevant, to ask that the government make an 
immediate statement of policy? Is it a parliamentary motion? That is the 
first question I should like to submit to honourable Members. 


The second question is this. I was away for a while looking-over these 
amendments, and upon my return to the chair was informed that the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce (Mr. Howe) had made a speech. When he spoke a 
moment ago, what did he do? Even if that declaration of policy by the min- 
ister was not to the liking of honourable Members, is it not a fact the minister 
has expressed the policy of the government because he is the spokesman with 
respect to these various matters, and according to the theory of cabinet 
solidarity he has spoken for the government. Has he not complied with the 
terms of this amendment? That is another point I should like to submit to 
honourable Members for their serious consideration. 


Of course when one considers that the amendment asks for a declaration 
of policy from the government, one could go a little further. After all the 
government, by the constitution, are the advisers of Her Majesty. They are 
the ones who are supposed to propose policy. Can we, by an amendment or 
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by a decision of this house, force the government to declare their policy if they 
do not wish to do so? I have in my hand here a treatise on parliament by 
C. Ilbert who was a Clerk of the House of Commons in England and the author 
of several books. On page 111 of this particular book he says, under the title 
“administration”: 

Parliament does not govern. Parliamentary government does not 
mean government by parliament. Once, and once only, in the course of 
English history has the House of Commons attempted to administer the 
affairs of the country through executive committees, and the precedent 
by the long parliament has not been followed. 


What is done by parliament, and especially by the House of Com- 
mons, is in the first place to secure that the King’s ministers, who 
control and are responsible for the executive government of the country, 
shall represent and have the confidence of the party, or combination of 
parties, which commands a majority in the house, and in the next place 
to control the action of those ministers by means of questions and 
criticisms. 


Now, is this a criticism? The amendment asks that the government declare 
a policy immediately. I submit these observations for the benefit of honour- 
able Members. Of course if the amendment is not in order, then the sub- 
amendment is not in order either. 


RULING BY MR. SPEAKER 


Mr. Speaker: It might be advisable at this moment to discuss a point 
of order with respect to the amendment. On June 9, 1954 I raised several 
questions and deferred the final ruling with the hope that upon resumption of 
the debate on this amendment some honourable Members may wish to make 
representations. If that is not the case, I would submit that I have given 
further thought to the remarks that I then made and find that, after careful 
consideration the amendment cannot be accepted. Standing order 54 says: 


Whenever Mr. Speaker is of opinion that a motion offered to the 
House is contrary to the rules and privileges of Parliament, he shall 
apprise the House thereof immediately, before putting the question 
thereon, and quote the standing order or authority applicable to the 
case. 


In the “Introduction to the Procedure of the House of Commons” by 
Campion this position of an unparliamentary motion is further clarified, and 
at page 149 it will be found: 


Amendments are out of order— 


If they are irrelevant to the question to which they are moved, or 
would, if carried, produce a defective meaningless, or ungrammatical 
form of words. 


I should like to point out to honourable Members that the two words 
here “defective” and “meaningless” are the ones which I am concerned with 
at the moment. 

The amendment reads: 

This house is of the opinion that in view of the present grave 
situation in the matter of International Wheat Trading the Government 
should make an immediate declaration as to its policy respecting the 
marketing of our Canadian wheat surplus. 
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The amendment asked the government to make an immediate declara- 
tion as to its policy. Policy is within the realm of executive action. Even 
if the amendment were to carry, if it is the policy of the government not to 
say anything, well, what would be the position in this house? The house 
would have declared that it is its opinion the government should make a 
declaration of policy, and there would be no such declaration of policy, 
because there is nothing that we can do about it. It is for the government 
to decide in this particular field just what is their policy, and they may 
decide to say nothing about it at this time. Honourable Members know that 
when questions are asked on the orders of the day a cabinet minister often 
replies that this is a matter of government policy which will be announced in 
due course, and there is nothing that any member in this House can do about 
that. 


I would like to point out that since the Minister of Trade and Commerce 
(Mr. Howe) has made a declaration of policy, a fortiori this amendment 
becomes much more meaningless than it was in the first place. Therefore, 
for these reasons, I declare the amendment out of order, and if the amendment 
is out of order it follows that the amendment to the amendment of course 
must fall. 


And the question being again proposed on the main motion: That Mr. 
Speaker do now leave the Chair for the House to resolve itself again into 
Committee of Supply; 


Mr. Harkness, seconded by Mr. Charlton, moved in amendment thereto: 
That all the words after “That” to the end of the question be deleted and the 
following substituted therefor: 

“this House regrets that the Government has failed to deal effec- 
tively with the problem of marketing Canada’s wheat surplus.” 


And the Debate continuing; 


Mr. McCullough (Moose Mountain), seconded by Mr. Castleden, moved in 
amendment to the said proposed amendment: That the amendment be amended 
by changing the period at the end thereof to a comma and by adding there- 
after the following words: 

“and this House further regrets that the Government has failed 
to make provision for a floor price to the wheat producers of Canada 
at levels not less than the Canadian Wheat Board selling price, basis 
Fort William/Port Arthur, on Friday, June 4, 1954.” 


And the Debate still continuing; 


(At 5.00 o’clock, p.m., Private and Public Bills were called pursuant to

(4) Notwithstanding subsection (3), the delivery of any certificate 
for fully paid shares, with a duly executed transfer endorsed thereon or 
delivered therewith, constitutes a valid transfer of the shares com- 
prised therein, if such shares are listed on any recognized stock exchange 
at the time of such delivery, but, until entry of such transfer is duly 
made in a book of the bank in which the transfer may be recorded, 
the bank may treat the person in whose name the shares comprised in 
the said certificate stand on the books of the bank as being solely 
entitled to receive notice of and vote at meetings of shareholders and 
to receive any payments in respect of such shares whether by way of 
dividends or otherwise.” 


2. Page 85, lines 6 and 7 of Schedule L: Strike out the following:

Bill No. 373, An Act to provide Diplomatic and Consular Immunities for 
Commonwealth Representatives in Canada. 


Mr. Brown (Essex West), from the Special Joint Committee of the Senate 
and the House of Commons, on Capital and Corporal Punishment and Lotteries, 
presented the Third Report of the said Committee as follows: 


On January 12, 1954, the House of Commons passed the following Resolu- 
tion: 


That a Joint Committee of both Houses of Parliament be appointed to 
inquire into and report upon the questions whether the criminal law of Canada 
relating to (a) capital punishment, (b) corporal punishment or (c) lotteries 
should be amended in any respect and, if so, in what manner and to what 
extent; 


That 17 Members of the House of Commons, to be designated at a later 
date, be Members of the Joint Committee on the part of this House and that 
Standing Order 65 of the House of Commons be suspended in relation thereto; 


That the Committee have power to appoint, from among its members, 
such subcommittees as may be deemed advisable or necessary; to call for 
persons, papers and records; to sit while the House is sitting and to report 
from time to time; That the Committee have power to print such papers and 
evidence from day to day as may be ordered by the Committee for the use 
of the Committee and of Parliament, and that Standing Order 64 of the House 
of Commons be suspended in relation thereto; 
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And that a message be sent to the Senate requesting that House to unite 
with this House for the above purpose and to select, if the Senate deems 
advisable, some of its members to act on the proposed Joint Committee. 


The following Members of the House of Commons were subsequently 
appointed to the Joint Committee: 

Messrs. Boisvert, Brown (Brantford), Brown (Essex West), Cameron (High 
Park), Decore, Dupuis, Fairey, Fulton, Garson, Lusby, Mitchell (London), 
Montgomery, Murphy (Westmorland), Shaw, Thatcher, Valois and Winch. 


On February 10, 1954, the following Resolution was adopted in the Senate:

That the following Senators be appointed on behalf of the Senate on the 
said Joint Committee, namely, the Honourable Senators Aseltine, Beauregard, 
Bouffard, Farris, Fergusson, Hayden, Hodges, McDonald, Roebuck and Veniot. 


That the Committee have power to appoint, from among its members, such 
subcommittees as may be deemed advisable or necessary and to sit while the 
House is sitting. 


That the Committee have power to print such papers and evidence from 
day to day as may be ordered by the Committee for the use of the Committee 
and of Parliament. 


That the Committee have power to send for persons, papers and records, 
and to report to the Senate from time to time. 


That a message be sent to the House of Commons to inform that House 
accordingly. 


On March 2, 1954, both Houses of Parliament authorized the Committee to 
retain the services of counsel. 


The original membership of the Committee was changed on February 15 
by the substitution of Mrs. Ann Shipley, M.P., for Mr. John Decore, M.P., and 
on March 5 by the substitution of Miss Sybil Bennett, M.P., for Mr. G. W. 
Montgomery, M.P. 


On February 17, the Committee established a Subcommittee on Agenda and 
Procedure which was authorized, upon the adoption of its First and Second 
Reports, to prepare and arrange a schedule of witnesses with sittings to be 
held twice weekly insofar as practicable. 


The Committee held its first sitting on February 17 for preliminary organ- 
ization, meeting thereafter at least twice weekly, except during the Easter 
recess of Parliament, until June 2 when the last public hearing was held. 
Thereafter, the Committee’s proceedings were devoted to preparing its report. 
In all, the Committee held 30 meetings, all of which were in open session 
except parts of those meetings devoted to discussions on procedure or to 
preparation of its report. The subcommittee held 17 meetings relating to the 
agenda and procedure of the Committee. 
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During the course of its inquiries, the Committee adduced evidence from 
indivduals, organizations, and governmental sources indicated in Schedule A 
of the last issue (No. 18) of the Committee’s printed proceedings. The Com- . 
mittee also had access to reports and documents, acquired or ordered for refer- 
ence by the Committee, as listed in Schedule B of the same issue of the 
proceedings. In addition, the Committee received over 300 miscellaneous 
representations in the form of letters, resolutions, and petitions from individuals 
and organizations all across Canada which were considered and analyzed by the 
subcommittee on Agenda and Procedure for possible evidence or sources of 
information, 


The Committee wishes to express its gratitude for the valuable assistance 
received from witnesses, individuals, organizations and provincial governments 
who made oral representations or submitted written evidence to the Com- 
mittee. In addition, the Committee very much appreciates the assistance 
received from the Department of Justice, Counsel to the Committee, and the 
Committees Branches of both Houses of Parliament for their contributions in 
facilitating the work and proceedings of the Committee. 


The Committee, recognizing that it is in the national interest to have a well 
informed public opinion concerning the three subject matters it has been con- 
sidering, desires to express its appreciation of the contribution made to this 
end by the extensive and fair coverage given its proceedings by the press and 
radio of Canada. 


The Committee urges that all national organizations interested in the 
problems before it, formulate their views during the Parliamentary recess and 


prepare to make their considered opinions known to the Committee at the next 
Session. 


The Committee finds that it will not be able to complete at the current 
session of this Parliament its inquiries into the matters referred to it for 
report and, accordingly, recommends: 

1. That a corresponding Committee be established and appointed early in 
the next session of this Parliament to resume the studies and continue the 
inquiries initiated by this Committee. 

2. That the government, in co-operation and consultation with the pro- 
vincial governments, consider the question of the revision of existing reporting 
and compilation procedures relating to criminal statistics. 

3. That the services of Counsel to the Committee be retained on the same 
basis as presently authorized until the end of the current session of Parliament 
for the purpose of completing certain inquiries already instituted.

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The Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons addressed the 
Honourable the Deputy Governor General as follows: 


“May IT PLEASE YOUR HONOUR: 


“The Commons of Canada have voted Supplies required to enable the 
government to defray certain expenses of the public service. 


“In the name of the Commons, I present to Your Honour the following 
Bill: 


“An Act for granting to Her Majesty certain sums of money for the public 
service of the financial year ending the 31st March, 1955.” 


“To which Bill I humbly request your Honour’s Assent.” 


To this Bill the Clerk of the Senate, by command of the Deputy of his 
Excellency the Governor General, did thereupon say: 


“In Her Majesty’s name, the Honourable the Deputy Governor General 
thanks Her Loyal Subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents to this Bill.” 


After which the Honourable the Deputy Governor General was pleased to 
close the First Session of the Twenty-Second Parliament of Canada with the 
following speech: 


Honourable Members of the Senate: 
Members of the House of Commons: 
As I bring the present session to a close, the political tension throughout 
the world is a grim reminder that the first concern of the government must be 


the maintenance of the necessary strength to deter aggression while we continue 
to strive for the establishment of peace in the world. 


Our country is meeting every commitment we have made for our national 
defence and for international projects for relief, rehabilitation, technical 
assistance and the economic advancement of other peoples materially less 
fortunate than our own. 


Our external trade continues at a high level. Although there is still in 
Western Canada a huge volume of wheat resulting from three successive record 
crops, our grain exports continue to exceed the ten year average. 


You have approved a trade agreement with Japan designed to assist in 
developing our growing trade with that country. Trade agreements have also 
been concluded, for the first time, with Spain and Portugal which, with 
improved arrangements with Italy and Brazil, should assist us in the recovery 
of historic markets in those countries. 


In recognition of the growing importance of our northern territories, you 
enacted legislation estabilshing the Department of Northern Affairs and National 
Resources. 


We all rejoiced at the recent decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States which removed the last serious legal obstacle to the development of the 
St. Lawrence project and which now clears the way for actual construction of 
both the navigation facilities and the power installations. 
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The Pipe Lines Act was amended to give jurisdiction to the Board of 
Transport Commissioners over all companies authorized to construct or operate 
interprovincial or international oil or gas pipe lines and most of the difficulties 
in the way of the building of a pipe line to transport natural gas from Alberta to 
Ontario and Quebec have been overcome. 


You enacted a measure to authorize the Canadian National Railway 
Company to extend its lines in Northern Quebec and Northern Ontario. 


The National Housing Act was revised and provision made to increase and 
broaden the supply of mortgage money so that more people with moderate 
incomes would be able to find facilities to assist them in building their own 
homes. 


As required by law you made the decennial revision of the Bank Act at 
the present session and extended the charters of the eleven chartered banks 
for a period of ten years. Among the amendments made were those which 
permit a bank to make loans on the security of insured mortagages and to make 
small loans on the security of household goods and chattels. The Quebec 
Savings Banks Act and the Bank of Canada Act were also revised. 


In further recognition of the services of Canada’s veterans of two World 
Wars and of Korea you have made amendments to the War Service Grants Act; 
the Veterans Land Act; and the Children of War Dead (Education Assistance) 
Act; the Veterans Benefit Act; and the Pension Act. 


You enacted a measure to provide for a federal contribution to the payment 
in co-opreration with the provincial governments of pensions to disabled persons 
in need over the age of eighteen years. This legislation is a further instalment 
in the long-range social security programme of the government. 


During this session you completed the revision of the Criminal Code. 


To meet the situation created by the decision of the Courts that extra- 
provincial highway transport was under the jurisdiction of this Parliament, you 
enacted a measure to provide for the regulation in agreement with the provincial 
authorities of interprovincial and international highway transport by provincial 
agencies established to regulate highway transport within the several provinces. 


Other measures which you enacted included: the Ontario-Manitoba 
Boundary Act 1953: the United Kingdom Financial Agreement Act 1953; an 
Act respecting the National Battlefields at Quebec; the Northwest Atlantic 
Fisheries Convention Act; the Export and Import Permits Act; Fire Losses 
Replacement Account Act; the Canadian Forces Act 1954; an Act respecting 
inventions by public servants; and an Act to provide Diplomatie and Consular 
Immunities for Commonwealth Representatives in Canada.
